This office action is in response to the Appeal Brief filed on 9/21/2004, 
Claims on appeal are : 1-36. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments, see pages 4-17 of instant appeal brief, filed on 
09/21/2004, with respect to the claims 1-24 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph rejection and to the claims 1-36 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) rejection via 
the U.S. Patent No. 6,643,652 issued to Helgeson et al. have been fully 
considered and are persuasive, therefore, the rejections have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-36 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1,13 and 25 are allowable because the prior art on record or that 
encountered in searching for the invention, fails to disclose or suggest the 
features of instant invention - a first stylization application process portable into a 
second portable stylization application process to encapsulates a visual 
appearance of the data in the first application object in a combination as claimed 
by applicant. 
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Claims 2-12, 14-24 and 26-36 respectively depend on claims 1,13 and 25 
therefore are also allowable.
